1. FOREIGN MINISTER DE LA FLOR SAID PRESIDENT VELASCO WAS 
AWARE AND APPRECIATIVE OF FACT PRESIDENT NIXON HAS SIGNED 
WAIVER. HE CONSIDERED THIS IN KEEPING WITH THE SPIRIT IN 
WHICH PRESIDENT NIXON HAD INITIATED THE GREENE MISSION AND 
HE HOPED THIS SAME SPIRIT WOULD BECOME EVEN MORE PERVASIVE. 

2. WHEN I MENTIONED POSSIBILITY OF REACTIVATING INFORMAL 
EXCHANGES SUCH AS THOSE OF NEW YORK AND GENEVA, FOREIGN 
MINISTER REACTED POSITIVELY, SAYING PERU READY AT ANY TIME 
TO CONTINUE. HE HOPED WE COULD REACH SOME AGREEMENT 
WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO EACH OTHER S JURIDICAL POSITION, BUT 
ONE WHICH WOULD AVOID ANY FURTHER SEIZURES OF TUNA BOATS 
THEREBY FURTHER COMPLICATING OUR RELATIONS. HE SPECULATED 
THAT WE MIGHT TRY TO RECOMMENCE THE TALKS EARLY IN THE 
NEW YEAR. THE SOONER THE BETTER, SINCE THE FISH MIGHT 
REAPPEAR AT ANY MOMENT. THE SAME RULES ON NO PUBLICITY 
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WOULD PREVAIL. 
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
